EVENTFUL DAY FOR IRELAND. 


Bill Granting Self Government to the Erish 
Peoplejlatroduced by Mr. Gladstone, 


London, Feby. 13.—To-day the Irish 
Home Rule Bill was introduced by 
the Hon. Mr. Gladstone, the crowd 
in attendance being one of the largest 
ever seen in the building 

Gladstone entered the House at half 
we three o’clock. Every Liberal and 
rish Nationalist in the House stood 
up and greeted him with prolonged 
and enthusiastic cheers. When Glad- 
stone arose at forty-three minutes 
past three to introduce the home fule 
bill, there was another demonstration 
so earnest, 80 enthusiastic and irre- 
pressible it was several minutes before 
he could be heard.

Were Ireland 
united, all opposition would vanish 
as a shadow.

Ireland is not united in this sense, 
that in one portion of the country, not 
merely a majority of the higher class- 
es, but a considerable popular feeling 
is opposed to the present national 
movement. I will not attempt to 
measure the numerical strength of 
this minority. It Is said by the party 
opposite that the minority in the 


' north of Ireland is arrayed in unalter- 


able opposition to home rule. Unhap- 
pily, at the successful instigation of 
those whose lot it was to divide the 
people of Ireland, when they were un- 
jted at the close of the last century, 
through the medium mainly of Orange 
lodges, and through religious animo- 
sity, there was an alteration of feel- 
ing, but the Protestants of Ireland, 
during the period of an Independent 
Irish parliament, were themselves not 
only willing but zealous and enthus!- 
astic supporters of an Irish national- 
ity. Inasmuch as their political life 
was at that period more highly de- 
veloped they led on the Roman Cath- 
olic population in the political move- 
ment which distinguished the period. 
(Cheers). This is written broadcast in 
the history of the times.

One of 
these was collectively lodged in kings, 
houses of lords and commons of Eng- 
land, and the other lodged in the king 
and houses of lords and commons in 
Ireland. There was no mere right in 
true historical and legal sense in sov- 
ereignty residing in Great Britain to 
land than there was in the sovereign- 
ty of Ireland to interfere with the 
sovereignty of England. 
This bill respects and 
these rights of sovereignty equally 
throughout the entire range of the 
three kingdoms. Then the bil! consti- 
tutes the Irish legislature; power ts 
granted to the Irish legislature, 
which consists, first of all of a legis- 
lature council and secondly of a leg’s- 
lative assembly empowered to make 
laws for the peace, order and good 
government of Ireland in respect to 
matters exclusively relating to Ire- 
land or toa part thereof. That pow- 
er is subject to a double limitation: 
first of all it is subject to necessary 
and obvious limitation, imposing cer- 
tain capacities on the Irish parliament 
including all that relates to the 
crown. The subjects of peace and war 
public defence, treaties and foreign re- 
lations, dignities, titles, law and trea- 
son do not belong to the Irish legis- 
lature. The law of alienage does not 
belong to it, nor anything that be- 
longs to external trade. The coinage 
and other subsidiary subjects are im- 
posed similar to those contained in 
the bill of 1886. These provide for 
the security of religious freedom, 
the eafeguard of education and for the

WILL THE ENERGETIC AMERICAN IN- 
VENTOR SOLVE THE PROBLEM? 


He is Working at the Problem in a Practi- 
cal Manner—An Aerial Ship Now Being 
Bullt in England That Can Be Steered in 
Any Direction.

AN EXCELLENT DEVICE. 


Haudy Arrangement for Hanging Wagen 
Beds and Hay Riggings. 

After a lengthy experience no system of 
ropes and pulleys to directly raise a wagon 
box or rigging is satisfactory unless the 
ceiling be sufficiently high to permit the 
suspension out of reach of the heads of 
men and horses, and usually of top car- 


riages. <A better plan requiring less tack. 
ling is a pair of heavy brackets on the side 
of the shed or hay mow with # rope and 
single pulley in the side wal! of barn frame 
above where the box or rigging will reach 
when turned on edge upon the bracket. 
On removing the rigging, etc., drive close 
beside the brackets and attach the rope to 
its opposite side. Having caught one 
edge on the brackets draw up on the pul- 
ley and turn the awkward thing up out of 
the way. A short rope or chain will hold 
it where it is put. The brackets can be 
made of two inch plank as shown or natur- 
al knees mav be cut in the woods and hewed 
into shape.—Farm Journal.
